Russians Claim 
Victory as Germans 
Drive Into Stalin 
Line

Moscow dispatches said Wednes- 


day the atmosphere in Russian 
quarters seemed to be one of 
growing confidence 
as the Ger- 


mans second offensive, now in 
its fifth day, appeared to be fail- 
ing lo gain ground.

Thc Russian Red armies reported 


they had smashed a Nazi panzer thrusl 
less lhan 120 miles from Leningrad,

Far from being blasted oul of the

Knifing Into Stalin Line 


Meanwhile German panzer columns, 


knifing deep into the Stalin line to- 
ward Leningrad, were reported Wed- 
nesday to have wiped out Soviet army 
forces at Bjelaja, 75 miles cast of 


f Pskov but the Russians said the Red 
f army smashed the- new drive and 


hurled -the invasion forces back to the 
west. 


A Soviet dispatch reported fierce 


Russian counter-altacks were "con- 
tinuing on the central front west of 


Y^tho Dnepr river and said the Ger- 


mans had been driven back even 
further than the 19-miles reported 
Tuesday, 


"Violent fighting raged through the 


night," the war bulletin said. 


Adolf Hitler's headquarters, again 


fusing a single sentence, reported that 


operations in the 25-day old war was 
"proceeding favorably and several des 
perate Soviet counter-attacks were re 
pulsed with bloody losses 
for the 
enemy." 


^ The Soviet high command acknw- 


ledged that the Germans had scored 
a temporary advance on the north- 
ern front and gave this picture. 


"In the Pskov-Prokhov sector (105 


to 175 miles southwest of Leningrad) 
our troops surrounded a motorized

troops and destroyed them section 
by section, seizing a large number of 
tanks, guns, and other arms. The re- 
maining forces of the enemy have been 
hurled back to the west." 


Prokhov lies 40 miles east of Pskov,

the Soviet command said; "No large 
scale fighting took place during the 
night and no significant change on the 
front."

Many Americans, consciously or un- 


consciously, are letting their view of 
world events be swayed by a ques- 
tion: 


"Well, which would you rather be 


under, after all, Communism or Fasc- 
ism?" And then, after surveying this 
shuddery choice, they admit that the 
balance falls ever so trcmcnulously 
toward one or the other, and orient 
all their thinking along such a line. 


It is a phony question. The auto- 


matic answer, which should swell 
up into a crescendo so loud as to 
drown out the question 
itself, 


"Neither!" 


To put any such choice up to the 


•American people, even to pul il lo 
ourselves in our secrel hearts, is to 
get "off the beam" completely. Our 
whole effort is concentrated today on 
avoiding the necessily of making any 
such choice, 


The American people have 
been 


making for 20 years a convincing 
demonstration that they want no part 
of cither totalitarian system. That one 
might in some hypothetical case be 
a millionth part preferable to the 
other simply has nothing to do with 
today's realities. 


The Russian system has maintain- 


ed, ever since the Revolution, an in- 
ternational organization devoted to 
propagandizing 
and 
"boring 
from 


within" in the interest of supplant- 
ing all established governments with 
their system. There is no doubt of 
that, but despite favorable conditions, 
their progress in shaping America to 
their way is close to nil. 


Though Fascism began 20 years ago 


as a counter-irritant lo Communism, 
its German manifestation has only 
the minutest following in the United 
Stales, though its methods have been 
equally contemptible, 


Thc horrors of a Fascist or a Com- 


munist Europe are now paraded be- 
fore us. If Nazi Germany wins this 
war over a prostrate England, there 
can be no doubt that all Europe 
will be Fascist. But if Russia and 
Britain win together, though some of 
Europe might be engulfed by Russia 
in Communism, England and other 
centers of freedom would remain. How 
they might fare with a bigger and 
broader Communism on the contin- 
ent one cannot know, but one can 
be pretty sure that they would have 
a chance to rebuild freedom, where- 
as a Nazi victory means an immediate 
and total blackout, with no chance 
for freedom at all. 


Thc American people are not in- 


terested in choosing between Com- 
munism and Fascism, in 
splitting 


ideological hairs from twin dogs. The 
Amercian people are interesled in 
freedom, and in a free world in 
which peoples may devlop such po- 
litical and social institutions as seem 
lo Ihem good. 


Office Set Up 
for Relocation 
of Farmers

The federal Farm Security Admin- 


istration (FSA) moved into the South- 
western Proving Ground picture here 
Wednesday with rapidly-forming plans 
for the relief of hundreds of farm 
families which must evacuate the 
50,000 acres comprising Ihe war plant 
reservation. 


Jodie Anderson, Little Rock, stale 


relocation supervisor-for the FSA, in 
Hope Wednesday afternoon, told The 
Star that a special relocation office 
for Ihc families involved in the Prov- 
ing Ground area has been set up at 
Hempstead county courthouse. 


Hershel Hardin, of Marianna, as- 


sistant FSA supervisor, who was in 
charge of the 
office lhat directed 


the relocation of families ousted by 
the condemnation of land for Camp 
Robinson at Little Rock, is in charge 
of the office at the courthouse. 


Assisting him is Hugh Parker Craig, 


Ashdown, also an assistant FSA sup- 
ervisor. 


Mrs. Inez Brallon, pf^ the Prcscott 


FSA office staff, has been ordered here 
to assist W. M. Sparks, county sup- 
ervisor of the FSA, in the relocation 
work. 


The special FSA office in the court 


house will work in close co-operation 
with the County Relocation Commit- 
tee, which is headed by Oliver L. 
Adams, 
Extension 
Service 
county 


farm agent; and includes Mr. Sparks 
of the FSA, Buford Poe of the Soil 
Conservation Service, and Lee Gar- 
land, farmer, with other farmers to 
be added to the group. 


Mr. Anderson said Wednesday af- 


ternob'i\ it was apparent now that 125 
families would have to have 
im- 


mediate assistance, as the War De- 
partment will need the southern end 
of Ihe Proving Ground evacuated at 
once to permit construction of build- 
ings. Mr. Anderson said the FSA in 
conjunction with other government 
services is making a rapid survey of 
human needs, and of all available 
aid thai the government agencies can 
give. 


He indicated that temporary hous- 


ing for the evacuees is the greatest 
immediate problem, with the later 
problem of finding out where 
the 


families wish to locate permanently 
and helping them get there.

The probability of the Hope Water 


& Light Plant furnishing water dur- 
ing construction period and electricity 
for the Southweslern Proving Ground 
was discussed at a meeting of city 
and Proving Ground officials at the 
project headquarters here late Tues- 
day afternoon. 


Attending the meeting were: the 


Hope city council and Mayor Albert 
Graves, Major Werner C. Slrccker, 
constructing quartermaster, and rep- 
resentatives from both the W. E. Cal- 
lahan Co., contractors; and the archi- 
lectural department. 


To Submit Water Rate 


The city sometime Wednesday af- 


ternoon will submit a water rate to 
the proving ground officials to fur- 
nish water during constructing per- 
iod and to maintain a standby line 
after deep wells can be dug on the 
project site. 


To furnish water, the city would 


nave to lay an 8 inch water line to 
the Proving Ground, the cost of which 
would probably be aided by the war 
department. 


To furnish power the city would 


nave to install another boiler at ah 
approximate cost of 525,000. Proving 
Ground officials are also 
dickering 


with the Southweslern Gas and Elec- 
Iric Company about constructing a 
line from 
Okay, approximately 19 


miles, to the Proving Ground area. 


The cost of extending the line from 


Okay would, it is believed, be greater 
than the Hope setup.

The council will hold a meeting Thurs- 
day night at which time a decision is 
expected to be reached,

King Is Toughest 
Sea Dog in Navy

Back in 1901 when handsome, very 


serious Ernie King of Lorain, Ohio, 
was graduated from the Naval Acad- 
emy, his Lucky Bag recording was: 


"Temper? 
Don't fool with nitro- 


glycerin," 


Now fated the toughest sea dog 


among the Navy's high ranking of- 
ficers, 62-year-old Admiral Ernest J. 
King commands the United 
States 


forces which guard the Atlantic all 
the way to Iceland. 


The tall, sinewy leather-faced King 


is no "apple polisher" for Navy brass 
hats. His assignment to the critical 
defense outpost caps a career of uot- 
slanding command performance, par- 
ticularly in Ihe aircraft and submarine 
services. 


Qualifying as a naval aviator at the 


age of 48 and holding a succession 
of air commands, he is said to have 
done more in perfecting the tactical 
value of aircraft to the fleet than 
any other man in the Navy' He 
has stressed the use of the Navy's ail 
force as a powerful offensive—rath- 
er than defensive—weapon 
of the 


fleet. 


Prior to his aeronautical service 


brilliant supervision of the 
salvage 


of the sunken submarines S-51 and 
S-4 won him the Dislinguished Ser 
vice Medal with Gol dSlar. 


Old Eagle-Eye Ernie, as they cal. 


him in the Navy, drives his men anc 
himself at a hard pace. Many a jun- 
ior office has cussed him as an un- 
reasonable, hard-bitten, son of a set 
cook." Most of them admit, however 
he wuuld be a handy man to have 
around if trouble were brewing. A 
high ranking officer, who has hac 
considerable service with him, says: 
"King's a pleasant gentleman ashor 
but a tough hombre at sea. Detei 
mined and a very quick thinker in an 
emergency, he has what it takes to 
command a fleet in wartime."

A detergent is any substance that 


cleans. Soap is a detergent, but it is 
rather ineffective compared with com- 
pounds now pouring out of the chem- 
ical test tubes by the score. 


There are hundreds of detergents 


already and probably thousands more 
can be made. Their value lies in the 
fact that each will do a specific job. 
A good substitute for soap and water 
is a combination of detergents which 
will do all the work needed in cleans- 
ing any kind of dirty dishes. 


A dish is likely to have sticking to 


il one or all of five differenl kinds of 
food, namely proteins, starches, fals

health surveys, anywhere up to a mil- 
lion or more germs.
